On the other hand, it was by no 
means certain that the Finns would 
accept the Russian terms for peace 
and parliamentary sources said that 
if the negotiations collapse the Al- 
lied offer of full assistance would 
Still stand. 


Asked if the British position was 
not tantamount to being at war with 
Russia, the Prime Minister signifi- 
cantly replied: 

“We have not arrived «‘ that yet.” 

Chamberlain, who « confirmed 

that the Russians two weeks ago 
had advanced peace terms which 
the British refused to pass on to 

Finland, apparently clarified the 

Allied position toward aid to the 

Finns in an effort to protect Brit- 
ish and French prestige and to 
offset predictions that collapse of 
the war in Finland would greatly 
strengthen. the German war posi- 
tion by permitting Russia to in- 
crease supplies to the Reich. 

Indications that the British be- 
lieved the war in Finland was about 
over were seen in the fact that 
Chamberlain advertised the readi- 
ness of the Allies to send men and 
materials and this gave the Ger- 
mans and Russians advance notice. 


SAFEGUARD PRESTIGE 
Therefore, it was believed, that 
the Prime Minister was in effect 
seeking to safeguard the Allied 
governments prestige with their 
own people and with Europe's small 
states by emphasizing their readi- 
ness to aid the Finns and forestall- 
ing any charges that they had re- 
fused again to help a small nation.

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A Frightful Record 


Alberta's record of street and high- 
way fatalities last year is a saddening 
document. The more saddening because 
it does not give evidence that we are | 
making progress in learning how to use 
the streets and roads safely. 

During the year 72 persons were killed 
in automobile accidents in this province. | 
For the preceding year the figure was 55, 
for the year before that 56. In 1936 the 
deaths were 72, as last year. If the 
two intervening years gave hope that the 
thoroughfares were less dangerous than 
they had been, 1939 showed a decided re- 
versal of trend. About the only glimmer 
of encouragement to be found in the rec- 
ord is that last year there were more 
people and more automobiles using the 
streets and country roads than in 1936. 

There were 5,498 automotive accidents 
Jast year, in which 789 persons were in- 
jured. In 1938 the accidents numbered 
5,164, and 726 persons were injured. 
While the ratio can never hold exactly, it 
seems to be the rule that those killed and 
injured vary in number with the number 
of accidents. Obviously, the way to lessen 
fatalities and injuries is to avoid accidents. 


Helping Goebbels 


Herr Goebbels did not of course over- 
look what Premier Hepburn said about 
an alleged “disturbance” at the Air Train- 
ing school at St. Thomas. The remarks of 
the premier were altogether too adaptable 
to propaganda purposes to be ignored. 
They were duly recast in the Nazi mould, 
invented details added, and sent over the 
air. 

What listeners in Britain and France 
thought when they heard this newscast 
from Berlin may be imagined. They would 
naturally discount it heavily, remember- 
ing the Goebbels’ talent for diluting truth 
with fiction. But to what other conclu- 
sion could they come but that Canadian 
unity in the war effort had been exag- 
gerated or that our war program is being 
badly mismanaged? 

It was of course the avowed purpose 
of Mr..Hepburn to claim that the program 
is being mismanaged. But it can hardly 
have been his wish that Berlin should 
use his words to create uneasiness in the 
minds of people in our Allied countries 
as to the dependence they can put in Can- 
ada’s support. That however must have 
been the effect, if there was any effect 
upon British and French listeners. That 
Nazi listeners accepted the report as 
being true in fact and significance, and 
were greatly cheered by it, there is no 
reason to doubt. 

This may not seem to Mr. Hepburn 
to be any more important than the fact 
that what he said was based upon rumor 
and not at all in accord with the truth of 
the matter. To others it will stand as a 
warning that discretion at this time is the 
part of wisdom, as it is of fairness. 


Victories of a Day 


Nazi airmen scored three victories at | 
sea in one day. They are thus reported | 
in despatches dated March 8th: 

London—Three trawlers making east 
coast ports today reported they had been 
machine-gunned by German planes last 
night. 

Ostend—Three Belgian trawlers re- 
ported today they had been machine- 
gunned in the North Sea. 

London—A German plane bombed 
and set afire the Italian steamer Amelia 
Lauro, one member of the crew being 
killed and three others injured. The 
vessel was loaded with coal, supposedly of 
German origin, and was nearing the 
Downs. 

To the Nazi airmen all merchant ships 
look alike. Their instructions apparently 
are to kill and sink, whether the vessels 
they sight are Allied, neutral, or even fly- 
ing the flag of axis-partner Italy if any 
of its ships happen to be in an area where 
they are likely to be intercepted by Al- 
lied warships, The Lauro was fully light- 
ed when bombed, was showing the Italian 
colors, and was unarmed, 

This isn't war. It is sheer murder. 
There can be no military object in shoot- 
ing down fishermen who are trying to 
win a living from the sea; certainly none 
in killing Italian sailors at the risk of 
arousing the wrath of I! Duce. The only 
conceivable purpose is to strike terror 


into Allied, neutral, and even the Italian 
people. 

Seemingly it does not enter into 
the Nazi conception that they are piling 
up a terrible blood debt against the Ger- 
man people, should the Allies be provoked 
into adopting their methods of making 
“war”. 


The ‘'Gold’’ Problem 


The United States now has $18,000,- 
000,000 of monetary gold, about 63 per 
cent of the world supply. Most of it is 
buried in vaults, some in dungeons in a 
Kentucky fort. What to do with the 
metal is the question submitted to a sub- 
committee of the Senate's committee on 
banking. 

The finding of the sub-committee, and 
the subsequent action by Congress, if any, 
will be awaited with interest by states- 
men, economists and financiers every- 
where, The general public in foreign 
countries will be less concerned. Whatever 
hopes or shudders may be started among 
the specialists, the ‘man on the street” 
knows that prosperity will not break 
across the world like sun-rise because of 
anything that may be done with the gold. 
He will still have to earn his living by the 
sweat of his brow. 

The important fact is that other 
countries have been getting along fairly 
well in recent years with very little gold, 
and that little growing less. They will be 
able to keep on doing business if the 
remaining 37 per cent of the world supply 
flows into the vaults in the United States. 
Nor is it apparent that conditions in that 
country have been materially improved by 
the growing hoard. If so, the Senate 
committee would not have to puzzle over 
the question of how the gold can be made 
of some use. 

The situation now is that if the United 
States is to continue to export it will have 
to more and more take payment in goods, 
its foreign customers having run low in 
gold, and those of them who are non-pro- 
ducers being within sight of the time when 
they will have little or none. The Senate 
investigators are fairly likely to decide 
that the only thing to do with the gold is 
to leave it where it is and do business 
abroad with some other object in view 
than to get more. 


Sir Josiah Wedgewood thinks the way 
to stop Nazi raids on shipping is to des- 
troy the bases from which they start. 
A plague of mosquitos cannot be stopped 
by just shooing the buzzers away. Treat- 
ment has to be applied to the stagnant 
pools in which they breed. The analogy 
is no doubt sound, if or when the Allies 
have enough airplanes and airmen to do 
the job.

Plans are being made in Canada for a three 
years war, and Canada’s participation will be on 
a rising scale.

As Australia Sees Us 

Already the First Division of the Canadian 
Active Service Force has arrived in England, 
and a second division is well under way. Can- 
adian ships are prosecuting the war at sea, 
and a program of naval construction has been 
undertaken. Substantial supplies of munitions 
are being produced for the Allies, and the Can- 
adian war loan of 200 million dollars was 
over-subscribed. Most important of all, perhaps, 
Canada is being transformed into a vast train- 
ing area for the Empire Air Scheme. The most 
striking feature of the impending election is 
that it will be fought, not on any domestic con- 
troversy or on the question of whether Canada 
should actively participate in the war, but on the 
issue of whether or not the Government is pro- 
secuting the struggle with the utmost vigor of 
which the nation is capable, It will be, in effect, 
a competition in patriotism between the Liberals 
and Conservatives, each party seeking to per- 
suade the people that it can conduct the nation- 
al war effort most effectively. This demonstra- 
tion of the national determination to fight with 
Britain and France is the more significant in 
that it comes from a Dominion which cherishes 
its independence most jealously, and which, 
underunder President Roosevelt's explicit ex- 
tension of the Monroe Doctrine to shield Can- 
ada, stands in the least fear of invasion among 
all the British Dominions, It combines with the 
amazing victory of the Liberals over the isola- 
tionist Duplessis in the Quebec elections of last 
October to give an unmistakable declaration 
of Canada’s loyalty, and of the belief of the 
whole Canadian nation in the justice of the 
Allied cause.—Sydney Herald. 


On This Date

Seventy-five years ago today (March 11, 
1865) the members of the legislative assembly 
of the Province of Canada registered the most 
momentous vote in the history of that chamber, 
and one fraught with magnificent importance 
for the future, not only of Canada, but of the 
whole then undeveloped British Empire. On that 
date the representatives of a nominally united 
Canada, a union forced upon Lower Canada by 
the wisdom of the British government in 1840, 
voted for a still greater union. And it must be 
remembered that just as the Lower Canadians 
of 1840-41 dreaded the union with Upper Canada 
because it might mean their forced subservience 
to an English-speaking majority, so in 1865 the 
members from Lower Canada, despite warnings 
from extremists, took one more step toward 
national unity, even if it did mean that Quebec 
province would thereafter have to face some- 
times opposition, often misunderstanding, from 
other provinces by the sea and yet other prov- 
inces then unborn. 

The vote in the assembly for the ratification 
of the resolutions of the Quebec conference, the 
basis of Confederation, was 91 for and 23 
against. The resolutions had previously been 
endorsed by the legislative council by 45 to 15. 
And it is important to note that of the 49 mem- 
bers from Lower Canada in the assembly 23 
voted for confederation and 20 against. 

The chief objection of the minority was that 
the constitution was being changed without 
popular assent, demand being made several 
times that the resolutions must be submitted to 
the people either at a genera! election or in a 
plebiscite for approval or rejection. But George 
E. Cartier stood firm to his compact with John 
A. Macdoanld that the whole project must be 
accepted, and later events justified his course. 
The Orange Tories of Upper Canada joined with 
the Roman Catholic Bleus of French Canada in 
the great step toward national unity. Within 
two years the British parliament had passed the 
British North America Act and Confederation 
was born, the direct result of that historic vote 
in the old chamber at Quebec three-quarters of 
a century ago,

“THE HAND OF DOUGLASS” 

In a certain American state there is a pious- 
speaking, evil-doing governor, a man whose 
shameless graft and perfidy are known to all in- 
formed persons.

Your Health

Prolapsus or sagging of the ab- 
dominal organs, is also referred to 
as ptosis or visceroptosis. In this 
condition the stomach may be very 
low, stretching downwar. until it 
has sagged as low as a human stom- 
The part of 
the stomach from which food 
empties will be raised a little, mak- 
ing the whole organ take on very 
much the look of a fishhook. 

Generally the colon, or large in- 
jestine, will share in the sagging 
movement and that part of the 
colon known as the transverse por- 
tion. which should go across the 
body almost on a straight line in 
the manner of a belt, may sag in 
the middle until it more closely 
resembles a hammock, When the 
prolapsus is pronounced, one organ 
is lying on top of the other ard all 
are being pressed downward into 
the basin of the pelvis. 

Although prolapsus may exist in 
people apparently enjoying good 
health, it may also be capable of 
bringing about a state in which the 
patient is far from well. 

There must exist a great army, 
made up of patients in whom pro- 
lapsus is severe enough to cause 
marked symptoms, who have be- 
come known as chronic complain- | 
ers. As a group it will be Jound | 
that they have drifted from doctor | 
to doctor, that they have tried a | 
wide variety of treatmens which | 
have falled.to relieve them, and that 
most of them have ‘en told over 
and over that they are nervous 

Prolapsus is most likely to he 
found in patients having a certain 
type of body build. These patients 
are generally of the slender type, 
with sloping shoulders, flat chests, 
and long, narrow abdominal] cav'ties. 
The muscles of the body are fre- 
quently flabby and soft, lacking tn 
tone. In examining these patients, 
the examiner notes a reduction in 
the amount of fat which should be 
normally present. The posture is 
likely to be faulty and the lower, 
abdomen is likely to be bulged out- 
ward by the sagging organs, produc- 
ing a “pot-bellied” appearance, | 

Patients belonging to this type | 
have been classed ag poor assim). | 
utors, They have an inborn ten- 
dency to fail to get all the good from 
their food. When prolapsus, with 
its probable interference with di-| 
gestion, is added to this inherent! 
tendency, the assimilation of food is 
still further retarded, and the patient 


stays thin and underweight, Usual- 
ly the prolapsed patient eats the 
same a5 anyone else, bil is uot, 


nourished by what he eats, and this 
| shows in the state of poor nutrition. 

I have had many prolapsed 
patients say to me, “If I could only 
put on 10 or 20 pounds, I know I 
would feel better.” This is true, 
however, as long as the abdominal 
organs remain prolapsed, in a cOn- 
dition where they are all crowded 
in the lower pelvis with one press- 
ing and pushing on the other, and in 
a condition where there is often so 
much hinderance to proper diges- 
tion and elimination, it is not likely 
that the patient will be able to gain 
the extra pounds,

“I live for but one task,” Hitler 
said.

Earliest mention of the dead man 
of Mt. Begbie goes back to 1866, 
when the late J. C. Montgomery, !

“Forty-Nine,” carrying miners to the 
gold fields of the Big Bend coun- 
try. Montgomery was told the tale 
by Indians in the district, and it has | 
since spread. 

Just what the hapless white man 
was doing there no one seems to 
know, assuming the tale to be 
true. I¢ must be a white man, they 
Say, because no self-respecting In- 
dian would ever try to climb a 
mountain.

Replies To Manion Over 
Criticism On Silence In 
Parliament 


SAULT STE, MAFIE, Ont. 
March 11.—Answering criticism of 
Conservative leader R. J. Manion 
that he was “dumb” when parlia- 
ment was dissolved on Jan. 25 
Labor Minister Norman McLarty 
said in an election speech here 
Saturday night that “if I was 
dumb on that occasion when par- 
liament was in session but three 
hours, when there were but three 
speakers, then so also were the 
other 147 members present at that 
session, 

“If I was dumb it was because 
Dr. Manion spoke so much as to 
preclude anyone else talking at that 
time. If I was dumb on Jan. 25 I 
was not more dumb than Dr. Manion 
on Oct, 25 when Duplessis was sug- 
gesting that Canada limit its par- 
ticipation in war.” 

The minister of labor said Dr. 
Manion would be well advised to 
refrain from~ personal attacks at 
this time that could only be con- 
strued as detrimental to Canada, to 
Britain and France, her allies in 
the present war, and as both “an 
aid and comfort to the enemy.” 

Mr. McLarty said of Lieut.-Col. 
George Drew, the Ontario Con- 
servative leader, that the nearer 
the election approached the fur- 
ther away Col, Drew got his- 
torically. 

He said Co]. Drew had compared 
the adjournment of the special 
session to Cromwell's dissolution of 
the “long parliament,” and sug- 
gested that if Col. Drew was not 
more accurate in his public utter- 
ances than he was in his history 
he would have little to go on, There 
was no comparison, the special ses- 


!sion having sat a few hours while 


the “long parliarnent” had been in 
session for 12 years. 

Mr, McLarty added that before 
the election Col. Drew would be 
dealing with the acropolis, and 
might even reach Egyptian history 
in his comparison with current 
political events,
